and Demand. 

The " Executive committee of St. 
Petersburg" has published in the iVar- 
epnaya Yota a code- of the Nihilists, of 
which the following is 11 copy: 

A. We are Socialists and champions 
of the people. We hold that Socialism 
alone can insure to humanity the bless- 
ings of liberty, equality and fraternity. 
Wo hold that the will of the people can 
alone sanction and achieve the social re- 
forms we contemplate. No idea or social 
institution can prosper if it is imposed on 
the people. 

B. [In this paragraph the tuisery and 
suffering of the Russian working class 
resulting from exorbitant taxation 
and arbitrary administration are ex 
posed. ] 

0. 1 — We hold, therefore, the over- 
throw of the present Government to be 
our tirst and foremost duty. By this 
revolution our nation shall attain — 1, 
the faculty of an independent develop- 
ment of all its forces, according to its 
own will and customs; 2, the possibility 
of the further growth of the socialistic 
institutions, forming a part of our na- 
tional life, such as the arid (workmen 
association), the ttbsfchina (land coin 
mime) Ac. 

2. We hold that the will of the people 
may be clearly expressed in a national 
assembly, elected by universal suffrage, 
which, though not by any gmeans an 
ideal form of expression, is nevertheless 
the only one possible under the present 
circumstances. 

3. Id is, therefore, our intention to 
take the state proper from tho hands of 
the Government and confer it on a na 
tional assembly, which is to decide as to 
the future constitution of our country. 

D. Therefore we demand : 

1. A regular representative Assem- 
bly elected by universal suffrage. 

2. A full local self-government of ail 
provinces, districts and townships. 

3. The village commune an indepeiul 
ent economical, and administrative 
unity. 

4. The land to be declared Stale pro- 
perty. 

5. A system of measures aiming at the 
transmission ef all factories and work- 
shops to co-operative associations of 
workingmen. 

6. Full liberty of conscience, of 
speech, of the press, of association and 
meetings. 

7. Universal suffrage, without limi- 
tations as to class or property. 

8. Abolition of the standing ttiim 
and institution of a national militia. j 

E. In view of the abovo stated prin- 
ciples our action comprehends : 

1. Propaganda and agitation. Our 
propaganda purposes to diffuse among 
all classes of our people the idea of a 
democratic political revolution as the 
only means for attaining a better social 
condition. 

Destructive and terroristic action. 
Our terroristic action consists in the de- 
struction of the most pernicious agents 
of the Government, of spies, agents of 1 
the third section, etc. The purpose of 
theso -violent acts is to rob the Govern- 
ment of the Czar of its prestige in the 
eyes of the people, to show the latter 
the possibility of a struggle with the 
Government, and to foment thus the 
revolutionary spirit in the ranks of the 
people. 

3. Tho organization of secret socie- 
tier. 

•f, Secret agencies in the ministries, 
in tho army, in society and so forth have 
been instituted in all parts of the em 
pire. New agencies are yet to be 
opened. 

5. Organization and outbreak of the 
revolution. The people being oppress- 
ed and the Government yet too strong, 
the party must take upon itself the ini- 
tiative of the revolutionary outbreak 
When and how, can, of course, not. be 
published.

This eminent divine, tlio aukuow- 
ledged leador for many years of the 
Broad Church party in England, died 
on the 19th iost. iu London. , Ha was 
the brilliant and accomplished son of 
the great and excellent Edward Stan- 
ley, D. D., late Bishop of Norwich, 
and nephew of Lord Stanley of Alder- 
ley. The dean's entire career was one 
continued course of literary and minis- 
terial successes. His theological works 
have long ranked among tho English 
classics in that department of literature. 
But his facile pen was not conQued to 
theology; travels, biography, history 
and scientific subjects ulso occupied bis 
attention. For about seventeen years 
he has been dean of Westminster, which 
high position he preferred to a bishop- 
ric or even an archbi.shopric.the former 
of which ho might have had many years 
ago, while the latter probably would 
have come in Lis way as a matter of 
course. He was chaplain to the Queen 
and the Prince of Wales and no church- 
man of this or the last generation could 
havo had better chances of high pro- 
motion had ho beon ambitious of greater 
distinction than tho deanery of his own 
beloved and historical Westminster 
Abbey bestowed on him. His re- 
mains will undoubtedly rest among the 
illustrious dust of men who Nourished 
in former ages, and that of many bril- 
liant contemporaries whose remuins 
have been admitted into the Abbey'* 
sacred precincts. His wife was a daugh- 
ter of one of Canada's best governor- 
generals, the late Earl of ELOIN. 

DECEASED WIFE'S SISTER. 

It is astounding that in this enlight- 
ened ago there should bo two opinion* 
on tho subject. The deneased wife's 
sister bill has passed the British House 
of Commons seven times and has been 
rejected as often by the Lords. When 
it first came before the Lords sixteen 
peers voted for it. On the occasion of 
its last defeat in that body it received 
the votes of 90 members of the House 
including that of the Prince of Wales. 
Sir Thomas Chambers, who is the 
GntouAitD of the Commons, has endea- 
vored to introduce the measure this ses- 
sion, but on every occasion that he has 
brought it forward a rule of the House 
has been invoked by the majority which 
opposed it, and he has been compelled 
to withdraw it. No doubt the House 
has as much as it can do this year with 
the Irish Land bill. Sir Thomas says 
that every British colony with the ex- 
ception of Canada — and that exception 
will soon disappear— has passed tho 
bill and obtained for it the sanction of 
the Queen in Council; and he adds that 
he has " the best reason for be 
lieving that the Lords will certainly 
pass the bill the next time it In sunt up 
to them. "

MOORED IN MELBOURNE 

The Ship Bulwark Tunis Turtle and 
Sinks. 

The Seattle Intelligencer hits news from 
Melbourne- to the effect that on Saturday 
nun-ning, June 8th, tho ship Bulwark, 
with lumber from Hastings mills, Burrard 
Inlet, capsized in Lfobson's Bay, near the 
Fisherman's Bond, Sandridge. At G a. m. 
the mate proceeded to open tho hatches 
and on doing so discovered the hold to be 
full of water, which was flowing in through 
tho porthole in tho port bow. An alarm 
was immediately raised, and the pumps 
manned, but within an hour tho ship be- 
gan to heel over, tilling rapidly all tho 
time and sinking. The crew manned one 
of the boats, and left for tho shore, but 
shortly after leaving it was discovered 
that two of their number had been left on 
board. On observing this two boatmen 
named J. Roberts and A. Monk put offiu 
a small ak itf, and at tho danger of their 
own lives brought thorn ashore. At S 
o'clock a. in the vessel, although floating, 
had settled down about -1 feet, and tho 
hatchos bursting open, the cargo began to 
float out. The water and beach were 
utrowed with timber, the greator portion 
of which were small Oregon laths and 
pickets. At noon the vessel had sunk in 
tho sand some I feet, being then in about 
14 foet of water and still sinking. By o 
[i. m. the decks had started, and threat- 
ened to burst open, but thu wind lulling 
slightly, hopes were entertained that fins 
would not be the ease. Tho reason the 
disaster was not discovered before the 
vessel was full of water was that, as slo- 
w-as lying within the " line " site did not 
require a watchman. It is estimated that 
it will cost .Usui) to raise her.
